London, May 5.—The Tokio corre- 
»pondents of both the Telegraph and 
the C hronicle assert that P -rt Arthur 
is effectually “corked." 


London. May 5.—The opinion gains 
ground here that the Japanese have 
at last effectually blocked Port Arthur. 
No official Japanese report . >n the sub­ 
ject has yet been received, but the 
Tokio correspondents are very posi­ 
tive regarding the m atter and describe 
the determ ination with which the en- j 
terprise was undertaken. 
The Telegraph's correspondent de­ 
clares that the entrance to Port Ar­ 
thur is “absolutely sealed," and adds 
that the Japanese fleet in * ffectlng Its 
purpose steam ed into the <»ntranee at 
full speed and that the naval officers 
who made the two previous attem pts : 
begged permission to carry out the > 
next attack by daylight, that b e in g ■ 
easier, and their request was granted. 
“So determ ined were they to suc­ 
ceed." adds the correspondent, “that 
they decided ft necessary to lose half | 
their men. 
The number of casualties 
sustained by the Japanese has not yet 
been announced." 
In favor of the supposition of Jap-1 
anese success in blocking Port Ar­ 
thur, it is pointed out that the previ- j 
ous attem pts had left the channel so j 
narrow that a couple of vessels sunk In 
the fairway would probably suffice to ; 
seal vip the entrance, while there is a 
noticeable evasion and half-hearted- 
ness in the Russian denials of the en- j 
emy'a success. 
There is no confirmation here of the i 
Paris rum or that an engagem ent be­ 
tween R ussian and Japan»?se squad­ 
rons had taken place off Vladivostok, 
and St. Petersburg knows nothing of 
the rumored capture of New Chwang. ! 
It is reported that the Japanese ad- 
vanced to w ithin eighteen miles of • 
Feng W ang Cheng and th at another* 
engagem ent is expected alm ost imme­ 
diately. 
Major General K ashtalinsky’s insist­ 
ence on the fact that he w as ordered 
to accept battle by Lieutenant General j 
Zassalitch is Interprete.l as showing ; 
his intention to throw the responsibil­ 
ity upon that officer for risking a fight 
with his inferior forces and to confirm 
the reports th at General Zassalltch 
had been censured. 
Reports have been received 
here 
that the Japanese captured a quantity 
of railroad m aterial after Sunday’s 
battle. 
This is supposed to indicate j 
that the Russians had made great pro­ 
gress with the railroad from the main i 
M anchurian line to the Yalu. 
If this ; 
is so it would be a simple m atter for 
the Japanese to repair this line, which 
would m aterially assist them in their 
advance through a difficult country. 
j 
English 
correspondents 
with 
the j 
Japanese forces on th e Yalu are per­ 
m itted to send the most ample descrip-! 
turns of the people and the country 
traversed, but not a word about the 
fighting. 
A Tien Tsin correspondent says he 
is convinced that the Russian position I 
in southern M anchuria is exceedingly 
weak in consequence of the enormous 
number of men detached to guard the 
railway and to obtain provisions. 
He 
believes that the forces at Hai Cheng 
and Liao Yang are greatly over-esti­ 
mated. 
The camps, he says, are nu­ 
merous. and there are few* men in 
them. There are several fortifications 
in the hills between Feng Fang Cheng 
and Hal Cheng, but the line of com­ 
m unication is weak and straggling. 
Some reports current here state that 
the Japanese loan will be $50,000,000 
at 6 per cent and will be issued sim ul­ 
taneously in London and New York.

Three Murderers Today Pay Penalty 


for Atrocious Crime. 
Nashville Tenn., May 5.—From the 
same scaffold three m urderers took j 
the drop into eternity together at Win j 
Chester, Franklin county. Tenn., today, j 
The crim e for which Jo Delp, John 
Evans and Henry Judge have paid the 
penalty was a particularly atrocious j 
one. On August 3, 1903, Delp and Ev­ 
ans called at the home of aged Simon 
Bucher In the m ountains near W in­ 
chester, enticed the old man Into his 
garden and shot 
him in the back. 
Leaving him for dead, they returned 
to the cabin, shot Mrs. Bucher down 
and set fire to the bouse. Next m orn­ 
ing a passing horsem an discovered the 
ruins and found old man Bucher with 
enough life in him to make a state­ 
ment. which led to the arrest of Delp 
and Evans. 
Their confessions impli­ 
cated Henry Judge. who, they said, 
hired them to do the murders, prom ­ 
ising a paym ent of $125. 
Judge’s mo­ 
tive. it was alleged. was to get free 
access to cut tim ber which stood on 
lands which Bucher was employed to 
watch.

The Cost of Battle. 
St. Petersburg. May 5.—The Rus­ 
sian losses at the battle of Kiu Lien 
Cheng were 2,000 men and forty offi­ 
cers—far greater than previous re­ 
ports Indicated. 
This is the official 
estim ate of Major General Kashtal- 
insky, who directly commanded the 
division that suffered the brunt of the 
attack and w hose rei»ort has just been 
received by the emperor. 
Many are 
Inclined to place the Russian losses 
even higher. 
General K ashtalinsky 
mentions also that 
more than 700 
wounded had arrived at Feng Weng 
Cheng and these may not be Included 
In his calculations. 
He made no a t­ 
tem pt to estim ate the Japanese losses, 
merely stating that they must have 
been colossal.
